. Section 4. The said Board of Trus- 
tees frads, upon estimates of the City 
Engineer of said city, that the cost of 
said proposed work and improvement 
will be greater than fifty cents per 
front foot along each line of said 
street so proposed to be improved as 
hereinbefore set forth, including the 
cost of intersection work assessable 
upon said frontage, and said Board of 
Trustees determines that serial bonds 
shall be issued to represent the cost 
of said work or improvement; said 
serial bonds shall extend over a per- 
iod ending nine years from and after 
the second day of January next suc- 
ceeding the date of said bonds, and 
an even annual proportion of the prin- 
cipal sum thereof shall be payable by 
coupon on the second day of January 
every year after their date until the 
whole is paid; and the interest shall 
be payable semi-annually, by coupon, 
on the second days of January and 
July respectively of' each year, at the 
rate of seven per cent per annum on 


all sums unpaid, until the -whole of 
said principal and interest is paid. 
Such bonds shall be issued in accord 
ance with the provisions of an Act of 
the Legislature of the State of Califor 
nia, entitled, "An Act to Provide a 
System of Street Improvement Bonds 
to Represent Certain Assessments for 
the Cost of Street Work and Improve- 
ment within Municipalities, and also 
for the Payment of Such Bonds," ap- 
proved February 27th, 1893, and of all 
acts supplementary thereto and a- 
mendatory thereof. 


Section 5. The Street Superinten- 


deut shall post notices of said work 
as required by law, and shall cause 
the same to be published once in the 
Covina Argus, a weekly newspaper 
published and circulated in the said 
!ity of Covina, and hereby designated 
for that purpose. 


Section 6. The City Clerk shall cer-1 


tify to the adoption of this ordinance, 
and shall cause the same to be pub- 
ished once per week for two succes- 
sive weeks in the Covina Argus, a 
weekly newspaper published and cir- 
culated in the City of Covina and here- 
by designated for that purpose, and 
shall post the same conspicuously for 
wo days on or near the • Chamber 
door of the place of meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of said city, and 
hereupon and thereafter the same 
hall take effect and be in force. 
The foregoing ordinance was adopt- 


ed at a regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustes of the City of Covina, held 
on the 6th day of December, A.D., 
1910, by the affirmative vote of at 
least three trustees, towit:
